FIRST USE OF POWER 
UNDER NEW LAW

WASHINGTON, July 14.—The 
regulating hand of the Government 
has been stretched over the fluid 
milk industry. 

Acting with the approval of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cummings, Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace announced late 
yesterday that he and Administra-’ 
ors Peek and Brand had decided 
0 issue Federal licenses to .all 
processors and distributers of milk, 
both wholesale and retail, at the 
time when a marketing agreeement 
for milk becomes effective for a 
specified area. 

The issuance of licenses to deal- 
ers in agricultural products was au- 
thorized in the agricultural adjust- 


ment act. The administration’s de- 
cision to blanket the entire fluid 
milk industry with Federal licenses 
is the first use of the tremendous 
power conferred by the act and will 
be tried in an effort to make effec- 
tive marketing agreements as to 
prices and practices within the in- 
dustry. 

Agreements Submitted. 

⁊ Marketing agreements have been 
submitted to the agricultural act 
administration by processors, asso- 
tiations of producers and others en- 
gaged in the handling and distribu- 
tion of milk in most of the larger 
cities. After a formal hearing has 
been held on one of these agree- 
ments and the agreement has been 
approved and executed by Secretary 
Wallace and parties proposing and 
approving it, it will become effective 
on a date specified in the agree- 
ment. 3 
, When the agreement has been ap- 

oved, licenses will be issued to all 
Processors and distributers of milk 
in the area covered by the agree- 
ment, whether they have signed it 
or not. The purpose of the agree- 
ments is to “secure uniformity of 
* prices and distributive prac- 
Ices,” 

Covers Hours and Wages. 

The marketing agreements, ac- 
cording to Administrator Peek will 
hot specifically cover such points as 
hours of labor and wages. He said 
that liaison agents from. the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Admin- 
istration had been present at the 
formal hearings on milk agreements 
and observed that Gen. Johnson’s 
organization would be alert to see 
that employers voluntarily agreed 
regarding minimum wages and 
Maximum working hours. He sug- 

| Hest. that it would be possible for 
een. Johnson to step in and de- 
mand that a code be established to 
Protect workers. 

Formal hearings on proposed 
agreements have been held for 
Chicago, Atlanta, Philadelphia, De- 
troit, Evansville, Ind., Los Angeles, 
San Diego County and Oakland, 
Cal. Proposed marketing agree- 
ments listed for hearings are San 
Francisco, Kansas City, Mo., Balti- 
More, St. Paul and Minneapolis.

Secretary Wallace was vague

Wallace Announces Agreements to Plow Up 
About 9,000,000 Acres; 4.2 Cents a Pound 
Process Tax to Pay Farmers $100,000,000.

retary Wallace today announced 
fullfilment of the cotton acreage 
reduction plan. He said sufficient 
offers had been received from 
growers to reduce this year’s po- 
tential crop 3,500,000 bales. 

+ He announce’ that President 
Roosevelt had approved a cotton 
processing tax of 4.2 cents a pound 
which will go into effect Aug. 1. 

Wallace said that, in contracts 
from growers so far received from 
the 16 cotton states, farmers have 
offered to take out of production 
more than 9,000,000 acres. This 
figure may exceed 10,000,000 acres 
when all reports are in, he said, 
adding several weeks will be re- 
quired to tabulate contracts and 
that the first acceptances of grow- 
ers’ individual contracts may be 
made by next Wednesday. He 
cautioned growers not to plow up 
any of the. acreage. offered until. 
their contracts have been formally 
accepted, 

He estimated the revenue from 
the processing tax, proceeds of 
which will be used to compensate 
farmers for plowing up acreage, 
will produce about $120,000,000. 

He expects at least $100,000,000 
will be paid cotton farmers during 
the next six weeks in return for 
their agreements to reduce their 
acreage from 25 to 50 per cent.

HELD UP SECOND TIME, SAVES 
$500 BY RUNNING AWAY 


Employe of Post-Dispatch Auxiliary 
Piant Flees With Cash as Rob- 
bers Search Companion. 

Nicholas Meyer, 24-year-old press 
room employe at the Post-Dispatch 
auxiliary plant, Boyle and Duncan 
avenue, saved $500 belonging to 
himself and fellow employes today 
by running away from two holdup 
men who forced him to stop his 
automobile near the plant. 

Meyer and Frank Booth, another 
employe, had been downtown to 
cash payroll checks for pressroom 
workers and were going south on 
Boyle avenue near Duncan avenue 
when the robbers, in a roadster, 
pulled in front of them. As the 
robbers’ car stopped in their path, 
Meyer brought his own car to a 
halt, got out and ran back north 
and to the office of the American 
Tobacco Co., 4248 Forest Park ave- 
nue, with the money in his pockets. 

One robber with a _ revolver 
searched Booth, overlooking $6, 
and took a folded newspaper which 
he apparently thought had the 
money in it. He joined his com- 
panion in the automobile and, turn- 
ing around, they fled north on 
Boyle avenue. Meyer and Booth 
said the robbers wore white caps 
and sun glasses and that the auto- 
mobile bore an [Illinois license. 
Meyer, when alone, was robbed of 
$677 near the plant in June, 1932.

Goes to Hiding Place on 
Top of Vault at Altamont, 
Kan., and Fires on Hold- 


up Men. 


PARSONS, Kan., July 14.—From 
a point of vantage prepared in ad- 
vance for just such an emergency, 
Isaac McCarty, cashier of the La- 
bette County State Bank of Alta- 
mone, shot and killed one robber 
in the bank today and wounded an- 
other. 

McCarty said he had acted en- 
tirely on a “hunch” when the two 
men in their automobile ap- 
proached the bank before it was 
opened for business. He said he 
told Mrs. McCarty, a bank book- 
keeper, to open the door and went 
to his concealed position on top ot 
the bank’s vault, which he had pre- 
pared in anticipation of a robbery. 

The two men entered the bank 
and held up Mrs. McCarty and Mc- 
Carty’s father, A. H. McCarty, who 
is assistant cashier of the bank. 
Then Cashier McCarty opened fire 
with a shotgun. 

One of the robbers fell. As he 
fell, Robert Schooley, manager of 
the Home Telephone Co., across the 
street, heard the shot and saw that 
a robbery was in progress. He 
seized a rifle and shot holes in the 
tires of the robbers’ car, packed 
nearby. 

Apparently the surviving robber 
thought the shot that struck his 
partner had been fired from across 
the street. He told A. H. McCarty 
to go into the street and order the 
firing to cease, or Mrs. McCarty 
would be slain. He then seized Mrs. 
McCarty and threw her beneath a 
counter. With his wife crushed 
against the robber and his father 
walking across the lobby to tell 
Schooley to stop firing, McCarty 
realized he could not fire again 
with his shotgun, so hé took up 
his rifle. : 

His next shot got the second rob- 
ber. 

Besides the McCartys, W. H. 

Drumheller, president of:the bank, 
and A. E. Sachs, a mail carrier, 
were in the bank when the men 
entered and drew revolvers. 
- The slain robber was identified by 
officers as Kenneth Conn, one of 11 
prisoners who escaped from _ the 
Kansas penitentiary at Lansing Me- 
morial day. His wounded partner 
was identified as Alva Payton, an- 
other of the prisoners who escaped 
by kidnaping the prison warden, 
Kirk Prather. 

Six of the 11 convicts who par- 
ticipated in the Memorial day break 
are now accounted for, but the lead- 
ers, Harvey Bailey and Wilbur Un- 
derhill, are still at liberty.

LONDON, July 14.—The Steering 
Committee of the World Economic 
Conference decided today to recess 
the parley on July 27. All commit- 
tees were notified to have their 
complete reports ready by next 
Friday. The full bureau meeting 
will be conducted the following 
Tuesday and the final plenary ses- 
sion will be held the 27th. 

It is understood that great care 


will be taken to avoid a note of 
finality of the plenary session. 
There will be a clear indication that 
the conference is expected to re- 
sume at a future date. This atti- 
tude would permit continuation of 
the tariff truce, which is for the 
duration of the parley, and which 
many nations desire not to termi- 
nate. 

Cox Soothes Senator Couzens. 

Senator James Couzens of Mich- 
igan was the center of interest to- 
day in a private meeting of the sub- 
committee which is considering the 
question of commercial indebted- 
ness. It is understood the Senator 
expressed disgust at the lack of 
progress and declared the subcom- 
mittee might as well adjourn. James 
M. Cox of Ohio then called his col- 
league aside for a few minutes’ con- 
fidential talk, after which Couzens 
withdrew his remark. 

Henry L. Stimson, former Secre- 
tary of State, visited conference 
headquartetrs today and held a long 
conversation with his successor at 
Washington, Cordell Hull. This was 
the first time Stimson had visited 
the delegation’s office. 

Central Bank Co-Operation. 

The monetary subcommission on 
permanent measures adopted this 
afternoon the following resolution 
which had already been approved 
unanimously by a subcommittee: 

“The conference considers it es- 
sential in order to provide an in- 
ternational gold standard with the 
necessary mechanism for satisfac- 
tory working, that independent 
central banks with the requisite 
power and freedom to carry out an 
appropriate currency and credit 
policy, should be created in such 
developed countries as have not at 
present an adequate central bank- 
ing institution.” . 

Similarly, the subcommission 
adopted this resolution also: 

“The conference. wishes to reaf- 
firm the declarations of previous 
conferences with regard to the 
great utility of close and continuous 
co-operation between central banks. 
The Bank for International Settle- 
ments should play an increasingly 
important part, not only by improv- 
ing contact but also as an instru- 
ment for common action.” 

Bank Discussion to Proceed. ° 

It is understood it has been 
agreed that the monetary subcom-

discussion of central bank co-op- 
eration, which the Federal Reserve 
Board vetoed, but eliminating from 
the resolution the clauses to which 
the Board objects. ' 
Senator Key Pittman’s resolutio 
for rehabilitation of silver was post- 
poned until next Tuesday, when it 
is understood the Dutch delega- 
tion intends to offer a substitute.

Agents of Family in Nego- 
tiation With Kidnapers 
Still Without Proof Aged 
Victim Is Alive. 


Notes demanding ransom of an 
undisclosed amount for the release 
of August Luer wealthy 77-year- 
old Alton banker and meat packer, 
have been received by the family, 
and some negotiations with the kid- 


napers are under way, it was an-/ 


nounced today. 

A statement issued by Orville S. 
Catt and Lawrence Keller Jr., 
agents appointed by the family to 
negotiate for Luer’s release, dis- 
closed receipt of the notes, and re- 
peated the insistence of the family 
and their representatives that the 
kidnapers comply with the Lwuers’ 
demand that future notes carry a 
specimen of Luer’s handwriting, 
and his own assurance that he is 
alive and well, since he is a sufferer 
from frequent violent heart attacks. 

Statement by Agents. 

The statement, released to the 
press at 9 a. m., when Luer had 
been in captivity 84 hours, follows: 

Several demand notes have 
been received by the Luer family 
from persons representing them- 
selves as the kidnapers of Mr. 
August Luer. 

The persons sending these de- 
mand notes have not complied 
with our request in either in- 
stance, to include a few lines 
written by Mr. Luer, stating the 
condition of his health, together 
with his own signature. THIS 
MUST BE IN MR. LUER’S OWN 
HANDWRITING. 

We must insist that these con- 
ditions be complied with, so that 
we may know if these notes are 
genuine and which of them was 
sent by the real kidnapers of Mr. 
August Luer. 

This is the only condition on 
which we will further negotiate 
with his captors, and until we 
have proper. proof that he is be- 
ing held by one of the persons 
from whom we have received 
communication, none of the in- 
structions contained in the de- 
mand note will be carried out.

MONTREAL, Que., July 14.—The 
Italian air fleet, led by Gen. Italo 
Balbo, arrived at Montreal this «f- 
ternoon, having completed its 500- 
mile flight from Shediac, N. B. The

12:25 p. m. 
The 24 seaplanes left Shediac this 
morning at 8:51 o’clock and thus 
required three hours and 34 min- 
utes to cover the 500 miles. The 
fleet flew over the State of Maine 
during its trip. 
The seaplanes approached Mont- 
real from the east and swung 
around the city in a wide circle pre 
paratory to alighting in the harbor. 
The flagship of Gen. Balbo and 
two others detached themselves 
from the fleet, glided down to a 
smooth landing on the St. Lawrence 
at 12:45 p. m. and taxied towari 
the seaplane base on the south 
shore. 
Tre sirens of ocean vessels +t 
their piers in the harbor added to 
the din of airplane motors and au- 
tomobile horns as Montreal wel- 
comed the flyers. 

Ships Alight 3 at Time. 
As soon as the chief's seaplane 
was on its way to its moorings, the 
other ships started to drop down 
three at a time. 
The entire fleet had descended at 
1:23 p. m. 
Perhaps 200,000 persons were in 
the streets and atop buildings to 
witness the arrival of the Italians. 
Speedboats raced out from the 
seaplane base at Longeuil on the 
south shore of the river to assist 
the flyers to their moorings, which 
were set out for a mile and a half 
long along the shore. 
Pulling off his flying helmet and 
goggles, Gen. Balbo waved aa a 
speedboat dashed up to take him 
ashore where the reception com- 
mittee was waiting. Thousands 
pressed against the barriers which 
protected the base as the airmen, 
crawling out of their cockpits into 
the watercraft, were broug ht 
ashore.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—If the 
administration’s threat to impose a 
minimum wage-maximum hours 
code on all industry was intended to 
frighten industries into submitting 
voluntary codes; it was signally 
successful, Gen. Hugh S. Johnson 
and his recovery administration 
staff today struggled to dig their 
way from under an avalanche of 
proposed codes which descended 

yesterday. 

Although steel, now three days 
overdue, was still missing today, 
four more major industries have 
come forward with offers to abide 
by codes of fair competition. They 
are the bituminous ¢oal, women’s 
coat and suit, general contracting 
and oil industries. Although they 
were not made public, additional 
codes, it was learned, were pro- 
posed by several minor industries. 

The irony of the situation lay in 
the fact that the industries which 
the administration is really anxious 
to receive codes from—such as the 
steel and automotive industries— 
are still out. 

Due to the fact that Gen. John- 
son insists on personally examining 
every proposed code before it is 
made public and editing whatever 
announcement is made in régard 
to it, the recovery administration 
did not get around to announcing 
the coat and suit and the petroleum 
proposals until late last night. The 
—* of the codes were not avail- 
able. 

“Stretch-Out” System Hearings. 

Meanwhile a committee named 
under the cotton textile code to 
make a study of the “stretch-out” 
system in Southern mills—the prac- 
tice of saving labor costs by in- 
creasing the number of looms and 
spindles assigned to a worker— 
opened its hearings at Spartans- 
burg, 8S. C. 

As the cotton textile industry pre- 

pared to operate under its new code 
next Monday, plans were afoot here 
to get the woolen, silk, rayon and 
other divisions of the textile indus- 
try into a voluntary agreement to 
observe, pending formulation of 
their own codes, the minimum 
wages and maximum working hours 
prescribed for the cotton mills in 
order that the latter may not be 
ag at a competitive disadvan- 
tage. 
It is understood that the woolen, 
silk and rayon industries havé or 
are ready to propose codes contain- 
ing substantially the same wage 
and working limitations as those in 
the cotton textile code. With the 
consent of these industries, it will 
be proposed shortly, it was réport- 
ed, that they voluntarily make ef- 
fective those conditions. 

Gen. Johnson scheduled hearings 
on the coat and suit industry codes 
to rt on July 20, the same day 
that a hearing will be opened on 
the lumber industry code. Hear- 
.ings on proposed codes of the ship- 
building and electrical manufactur-

a group representing a minority of 
the industry, apparently will obvi- 
ate the need for Gen. Johnson to set 
a deadline for action by that in- 
dustry, as he threatened earlier in 
the week. 

Coal Group Walks Out. 

This code was unanimously ap- 
proved yesterday afternoon by a 
group representing about 25 per 
cent of the tonnage of the bitum- 
inous industry and using union la- 
bor in their mines. Before the final 
vote was taken a group of Iowa 
operators, headed by Sam Ballen- 
tyne, left the conference. No ex- 
planation was made of their action, 
but it was reported they were dis- 
satisfied with the proposed code. 
The terms of this code were drafted 
as a result of collective bargaining 
between the operators and officers 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America. 

The proposed code for the wom- 
en’s suit and coat industry also 
resulted from collective bargain- 
ing. None of the other codes sub- 
mitted so far resulted from agree- 
ments between labor and employ- 
ers. 

As previously announced, the 
minimum wages set up in the coal 
code were $5 a day for urnder- 
ground workers, with $4.75 a day 
for their helpers and assistants, and 
$4.a day for outside or above- 
ground workers, except slate and 
sulphur pickers. 

Sectional Clash Over Rates. 

Although the operators in the 

nonunionized Southern bituminous 
fields are demanding a differential 
in their favor of at least 25 per 
cent in the matter of wages, in or- 
der to offset disadvantageous 
freight differentials, the unionized 
group conceded a differential of 
only 5 per cent. , 
In mining districts south of the 
Ohio River and east of the Missis- 
sippi and in the Morgantown and 
Fairmont districts of West Virginia 
the minimum day ratés may be 5 
per cent less than the minimum 
wage for the entire industry, the 
code proposed. Provisien for spe- 
cial wage differentials in some of 
the Western coal producing states 
also was proposed. 

In addition the proposed code 
prescribed-a number of conditions 
designed to protect the rights of 
miners, such as giving all workers 
freedom to affiliate with trade un- 
ions, prescribing the method for 
computing piecework, giving work- 
ers the right to live and trade 
where they please, and prohibiting 
employment of any person under 
16 years of age. 

The code when adopted will be 
administered by a bituminous coal 
industry board of five persons, two 
to be named by the Industrial Ad- 
visory Board of the Recovery Ad- 
ministrator, two to be named by 
his Labor Advisory Board and the 
fifth to be named by thé adminis- 
trator. | 

Five Divisions Set Up. 

Under the proposal the bitum- 
inous coal industry would be di- 
vided into five divisions, each of 
which is empowered to set up 
agencies for determination of its 
own affairs. The divisions may be 
divided also into districts. 

The proposal provides for a min- 
imum price for coal based on “the 
fair average cost of production and 
sale, plus a reasonable margin of 
profit,” with cost computed in ac- 
cordance with standafd accounting 
practice and the rulés and regula- 
tions of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau for the determination of Fed- 
eral income taxes.

It was proposed that the suit 
and coat industry be governed by 
an agency to be known as the 
“National Industrial Recovery Act 
Committee for the Coat and Suit 
Industry.” This group would be 
empowered to enforce on the entire 
industry uniform labor standards 
and general stabilization schemes 
and will take charge of the unem- 
ployment insurance fund. 

The coat and suit manufacturers 
submitting the code explained that 
80 per cent of the country’s pro- 
duction of coats and suits comes 
from the New York market and 
that the members of the three ma- 
jor associations offering the pro- 
posal represented 75 per cent of 
the New York market production. 

The spokesmen for the industry 
contended that the proposed code, 
along with a code of ethical trade 
and business practices to be sub- 
mitted later, “will undoubtedly, with 
the aid and assistance of the Gov- 
ernment, be the means of compel- 
ling the recalcitrants in the indus- 
try, who until now have created 
the confusion and the sub-stand- 
ard conditions, to comply with the 
provisions, rules and regulations 
to be observed and performed by 
members of the association.” 

Oil Men Urge Licensing. 

The proposed code of the petro- 
leum industry, submitted by the Pe- 
troleum Institute, was a voluminous 
document providing, in effect, for a 
set of regulations to govern the in- 
ternal administration of that dis- 
pute-torn industry. 

An unusual feature of the code 
was that attached to it was a reso- 
lution adopted by the Oil Pro- 
ducers’ association’s conference re- 
questing that Gen. Johnson license 
the business of producing, refining 
and marketing petroleum and its 
products as an essential means of 
ending price cutting and other un- 
fair practices. The resolution re- 
quested that a hearing on the re- 
quest for licensing be held at the 
same time as a hearing on the 
proposed code. 

The code would establish 40 
hours as a maximum working week, 
except for executives, clerical work- 
ers and pumpers on stripper wells 
and workers on “isolated proper- 
ties,” and except in the case of 
emergencies, but in the event of 
the application of the latter ex- 
emption, no worker may be ém- 
ployed for more than an average 
of 40 hours a week in a six-month 
period. 

The minimum wages proposed 


ranged from 40 to 47 cénts an hour, 


varying with geographic divisions, 
with Maryland at 40:cents an hour.

Farm Administrators Will 
Seek to Sign Up Growers 
to Destroy Part of Grow- 


ing Crop.

W/AHINGTON, July 14. — Farm 
administrators will begin their acre- 
age reduction campaign for cigar 
leaf tobacco next Monday in an ef- 
fort to cut this year’s harvest 50 
per cent. 

Plans for all areas have one pro- 
vision in common, the paying of 
cash bounties to growers who de- 
stroy portions of their growing 
crop. A processing tax of about 
six cents a pound will become ef- 
fective later, probably about Oct. 
1, to finance the program. The 
levy is expected to yield from $5,- 
000,000. to $8,000,000. Collections will 
be handled by the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. ‘ 

If the option is exercised for cigar 
filler and binder tobaccos the pay- 
ment for 1934 would be on the same 
basis as those in 1933. The rates 
per acre would not be less than 
two-thirds of those paid this year. 

The growing districts are New 
York and Pennsylvania; Wisconsin 
and Minnesota; Ohio and Indiana; 
New England, and Georgia an 
Florida. : 


2000 PHILCO WORKERS STRIKE, 
CAUSING 4 PLANTS TO CLOSE 


Action Follows Walkout of 300 Em- 
ployes in Protest Against Labor 
Conditions. 

By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 14.—More 
than 2000 employes of the radio di- 
vision of the Philadelphia Storage 
Battery Co. (Philco) went on strike 
yesterday, causing four plants to 
halt operations. The general walk- 
out came after a strike of 300 em- 
ployes Wednesday against what 
they termed long hours and low 
wages. About 4000 persons are af- 
fected. 

The company previously offered 
to put an eight-hour day anda 
five-day week into effect. It also 
agreed to pay one and one-third 
wages for all necessary overtime, 
and set a new minimum wage of 42 
cents an hour for men and 33 cents 
an hour for women. All other 
wages and piece work rate were to 
be increased 10 per cent. 

Thousands of workers are on 
strike in factories in Reading and 
Scranton and other towns. 


cents an hour for men and 30 cents 
for women, was adopted by printing 
shop proprietors meeting today to 
draw a code for their business. 

The employers decided the terms 
would cover “all printing plants 
which sell printing” and all plants 
operated by Federal, state or mu- 
nicipal authorities.

Proposal to Fix Minimum Prices 
of Butter. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Min- 
imum prices for butter would be 
fixed weekly for the principal mar- 
kets under a proposed trade agree- 
ment which butter interests said 
today they would submit to farm 
administrators within the next 10 
days. 

The agreement calls for estab- 
lishment of a price committee 
which would fix minimum weekly 
prices to be paid at New York, Chi- 
cago, and either San Francisco or 
Los Angeles. This committee would 
also be authorized to establish price 
differentials from region to region. 
It is expected that the minimums 
would influence butter trading in 
all markets. 

Through the fixing of minimum 
weekly prices, the industry hopes 
to stabilize price levels and elimi- 
nate what many of its leaders de- 
scribe as the “disastrous effects” of 
sharp day-to-day fluctuations. No 
attempt is to be made to fix max- 
imum prices at the exchanges.

Shot in the Back. 
The shotgun wound, between the 


charge fired less than six inches 
from the body, according to Cor- 
oner W. W. Billings, who said there 
were powder-burns on the flesh 
and that the paper wad from the 
shell had penetrated the body. 

The other wound, in the left 
shoulder, had been caused by either 
a .22-caliber rifle or pistol. Powder 
burns and the fact that the bullet 
did not acquire sufficient velocity 
to penetrate but lodged against the 
collar-bone indicated the weapon 
was held close to the body, the 
Coroner said. 

Voss’ own shotgun, which friends 
said he had used to hunt squirrels, 
was in his automobile with five 
loaded shells. The Coroner said 
the right barrel of the gun showed 
evidence of having been fired re- 
cently. The weapon will be ex- 
amined for finger prints. 


No Empty Shells Found. 
No empty shells were found near 
the scene of the murder. On the 
creek bank authorities found a 
small pocket-knife, ownership of 


relatives of Voss were unable to 
identify it as his. It is a cheap 
bone-handled knife, black with yel- 
low spots. Its single blade was 
open when it was found. The 
Sheriff is also trying to identify 
the driver of an old car who was 
seen going down the lane before 
noon. 

The body was found at 12:30 
o'clock by John Burke, a farmer, 
who lived nearby. Burke summoned 
Fred H. Engling, a neighbor, who 
returned with him to the scene.

It was floated in 1929 
and not paid when due last year. 

The economic welfare of the 
Philippines depends to a consider- 
able extent on their sale of sugar. 
The ability of the church to pay 
interest and principal on the notes 
depends in turn} according to per- 
sons here familiar with the situa- 
tion, on the success of Philippine 
business. 

The Archbishop, it was said at 
Bitting & Co., St. Louis security 
ealers who sold notes of this is- 
Sue, in effect owns the stock of the 
Philippine Realty Corporation, 
which holds a large amount of 
sugar land. Stock of this corpora- 
tion, it was added, is in escrow for 
the benefit of the note holders. 
The Archdiocese of Manila also con- 
trols three banks and owns a 
variety of buildings and urban and 
rural property. Its interests date 
from the old Spanish regime. 

The: notes sold here were passed 
on to investors by various local 
banks and brokerage houses. The 


were sold by Festus J. Wade Jr. & 
Co. Wade said he became doubt- 
ful about value of the notes in 1930 
and,-on his advice, customers sold 
them on the market for slightly less 
than par.

Five-Year Extension.

Stock of this corpora- 
tion, it was added, is in escrow for 
the benefit of the note holders. 
The Archdiocese of Manila also con- 
trols three banks and owns a 
variety of buildings and urban and 
rural property. Its interests date 
from the old Spanish regime. 

The notes sold here were passed 

on to investors by various local 
banks and brokerage houses. The 
thers were sold in all parts of the 
ountry.

Inspectors Named by City Tell 
of Observations After 
Strike. 


Initial observations in an inquiry 
into conditions in rag factories here 
were related today by Emmett 
Canty, parole officer for police 


courts, and William Parker, Negro 
attorney attached to the Building 
Department, assigned by Mayor 
Dickmann to make an investigation. 

After visiting the factory of G. 
Mathes & Co., 3100 North Broad- 
way, and that of Aaron Ferer & 
Sons, 2028 North Main street, the 
investigators announced that sani- 
tary conditions appeared to be sat- 
isfactory at the Mathes concern, 
which handles only new rags. They 
quoted its owners as informing 
them that only Negro women were 
on strike and it had been decided 
to employ only white labor in the 
future. The Mathes wage scale, it 
was announced, will be predicated 
in accordance with the code estab- 
lished because of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act. 

Present wages there, the investi- 
gators said, were $6 a week for a 
six-day week, rather than the lower 
figures complained of. 

The Mayor’s representatives re- 
ported that sanitation conditions 
might be improved at the Ferer 
plant, which handles old rags, al- 
though they were described as 
about on a par with similar estab- 
lishments. Wages were reported to 
be low, averaging about 20 cents an 
hour, as asserted by strikers there.

ALBANY, N. Y., July 14.—Dan- 
iel P. O’Connbr, uncle of the kid- 
naped John J. , nnell Jr., re 
ceived a istter from; the kidnapers 
today ordering the family to sub- 
mit a new list of intermediaries to 
be published in three New York 
newspapers, the Sun, Journal and 
World-Telegram, 

The list of go-betweens, the third 
offered by the family, has been sent 
to the New York papers. 

The letter received today was 
signed by the kidnaped youth. The 
family established the authenticity 
of the signature. 

The first letter from the abduc- 
tors, demanding $250,000, received 
last Saturday, bore young John’s 
signature. Two other letters from 
the kidnapers did not carry his 
name, 

Today’s letter, the fourth the 
family has _ received, was taken 
from Daniel O’Connell’s private mail 
box this morning. It was not made 
public. It was said, however, that 
no reference was made to the boy’s 
condition, nor was there any refer- 
ence to the ransom. 

United States District Attorney 
Oliver T. Burden said today he had 
ordered an investigation of the 
notes sent through the mails by the 
abductors. Reached at Malone by 
long-distance telephone, Burden de- 
clared that use of the mails by 
kidnapers had been called to -his 
attention and that he had instruct- 
ed W. D. Teagle, the Albany dis- 
trict postal inspector, to make a 
thorough investigation. 


One of the first steps, he said, 
will be to obtain the letters which 
are in the possession of the O’Con- 
nells. The first of the notes demand- 
ed ransom of $250,000 and others 
asked the O’Connells to name two 
sets of Albany men to negotiate 
for the return of the kidnaped man. 
Thus far the O’Connells have re- 
fused to co-operate with the author- 
ities, preferring to deal with the 
kidnapers directly or through the 22 
intermediaries they have named, 
but none of the 22, so far as is 
known, has established any contact 
with the kidnapers. O’Connell was 
kidnaped last Friday.

Western Lines Attack 6 and 9-Foot 
Channel 


WAHSINGTON, July 14. — Five 
western railroads raised their voices 
in opposition to 9-foot channel de 
vélopment of the Missouri River 
this week in a brief filed with the 
Army Board of Engineers. 

Attacking the proposed project 
on the grounds of its “excessive 
cost,” the “fallacy” of a reservoir 
at Fort Peck, Mont., and the gen- 
eral inability of the program to ac- 
complish its stated aims, the rail- 
roads deplored “the uninformed 
and selfish demands, which are be- 
ing urged in the attempt to influ- 
ence government action in favor of 
a project which can never be a suc- 
cess.” 

The protest was filed by Chicago 
and Northwestern; Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy; Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, St. Paul and Pacific; Chi-

Northern Pacific Railway Compan- 
ies. 

They did not confine objections 
to the proposed 9-foot channel de- 
velopment, but opposed develop- 
ment of a 6-foot channel on the up- 
per river.

UATE BAN 
HAS HEM PLAN FO 
REORGANLZATION 


Proposal Which Included 


Ownership of South Side 
National Ruled Out by 
Federal Reserve. 


The announced reorganization 
plan for the Lafayette-South Side 
Bank and Trust Co. and the South 
Side National Bank, both closed 
since the March bank holiday, has 
been abandoned and a new pian is 
being formulated, J. L. Rehme, 
president of the banks, said today. 

Abandonment of the announced 
plan, Rehme said, followed a ruling 
of the Federal Reserve Board Tues- 
day that the proposed new bank 
would not be permitted to own the 
South Side National under the 
Glass-Steagall act prohibiting a 
state bank, owning the stock of an- 
other bank, from becoming a mem- 
ber of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem. Under the plan the new bank 
would have succeeded the Lafay- 
ette-South Side in ownership of the 
South Side National. 

The new plan contemplates dis- 
posal of the Lafayette-South Side 
of its stock holdings in the South 
Side National. The Lafayette- 
South Side owns all of the South 
Side National stock of $600,000 ex- 
cept qualifying shares. 

The task of reorganizing the bank 
undertaken by an incorporators’ 
group, including August A. Busch 
Jr., Edgar M. Queeny and Charles 
M. Huttig, and involving subscrip- 
tion of more than $4,000,000 in new 
capital, has reverted to the deposi- 
tors, stockholders and officers, 
Rehme explained. 

The new plan, to be announced 
as soon as approved by banking 
authorities, would be designed to 
meet requirements of thenew bank- 
ing laws, Rehme said. The two 
| banks, he said, would have to con- 
'form to the standards of liquidity 
‘of commercial banks, although a 
considerable portion of their assets, 
including investments in real estate 
securities and long-term bonds, had 
been those of a savings bank. 


Accordingly, some of the sound. 


but slow assets would have to be 
segregated for advantageous liqui- 
dation, he said. The new plan 
would be drawn to assure qualifi- 
cation of the banks for guarantee 
of deposits under the Glass-Stea- 
gall Act, he said, 

Rehme said the new plan, to be 
worked out as quickly as possible, 
would include the South Side Na- 
tional, would protect depositors 
and would include old stockholders 
on a fair basis. 

Ethan A. H. Shepley, attorney, 
was to have been president of the 
new bank and the South Side Na- 
tional under the announced plan. 
He returned Wednesday from 
Washington, where the Federal Re- 
serve Board made its ruling.. 

Shepley had gone to Washington 
several times ‘to negotiate for the 
sale of $1,548,000 of preferred stock 
in the new bank to the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. After 
protracted negotiations, the R. F. 
C. investment was promised con- 
ditionally. Some of the R. F. C. 
officials indicated a disposition to 
require removal of certain slow as- 
sets from the new bank. Depositors, 
then, would have been required to 
waive a percentage of their deposits 
for shares in a liquidating com- 


pany. 

Stockholders and depositors of the 
Lafayette-South Side had provided 
$2,580,000 in new capital, which, 
with the sale of the preferred stock, 
would have given the new bank 
more than $4,000,000 of new capital. 
Of this, about $1,000,000 would have 
been used to restore impaired as- 
sets of both banks, leaving the new 
bank with about $3,000,000 in free 
capital. 

The Lafayette-South Side Bank 
and Trust Co., 1731 South Broad- 
way, is capitalized for $2,150,000 
and showed deposits of $19,070,936 
in its statement last Dec. 31. The 
South Side National Bank is capi- 
talized at $600,000. Its Dec. 31 
statement showed deposits of $6,- 
157,492, "4° 

The two depositories have been 
known as “Busch banks.” August 
A. Busch, president of Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc., is chairman of the 
board of the Lafayette-South Side 
Bank & Trust Co., and R. A. Huber, 
vice-president and treasurer of the 
brewing company, is vice-chairman 
of the bank’s board.

$200,000 SUIT GROWS OUT — 
OF THOMASSON CASE 


Suit for $200,000 damages, alleging 
malicious prosecution, was filed in 
Circuit Court today by Miss Elmira’ 
Townsend and her sisters, Mrs. Ella 
F. Bolles and Mrs. Charlotte L. 
Welborn, and Attorneys Taylor R. 
Young and Patrick H. Cullen, 
against E. M. Thomasson of Den- 
ver, Colo. The action is. based on 
a suit filed by Thomasson and his 
brother, Tower A. Thomasson, of 
Mounds, Ill., in Federal Court last 
Beptember during the progress of 
the trial in Oircuit Court of guar- 
dianship proceedings against the 
late Hugh W. Thomasson, wealthy 
property owner. 

It is alleged that the Federal 
Court action, which was dismissed 
by the court, was designed to pre- 
vent the prosecution of the guar- 
dianship matter, in which Miss 
Townsend, a cousin of Hugh Thom- 
asson, was plaintiff, and that the 
suit of the Thomasson brothers, 
distant relatives of Hugh, was with- 
out probable grounds and contained 
allegations which caused Miss

Come From Many Countries to 
See Illinois Mines—To Visit 
Lead and Zinc Fields. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ROSICLARE, Ill, July 14.—This 
town of 1700 people in Hardin 
County, on the banks of the Ohio, 
was visited yesterday by 32 geolo 
gists, who came from India, Africa, 
Japan, Germany, France, Russia, 
Austria, Belgium, Canada, Poland 
and various sections of the United 
States to see the fluorspar deposits 
of this section, which are the larg- 
est and produce the purest fluor- 
spar in the world. 

The group of scientists in Dlinois 
went from Rosiclare to Southeast 
Missouri to see the lead mines, to 
Western Missouri to see the zinc 
mines, and will go from there to 
Arkansas to see the bauxite deposit 
(aluminum ore), then to the iron 
mines in Alabama, to the iron de- 
posits of Hot Springs, the copper 
mines in Ducktown, Tenn., and lead 
and zinc mines of East Tennessee. 

July 22, they will go back to 
Washington, D. C., from where they 
started as a group, to. attend the 
International Geological Congress, 
which will be in session until the 
29th. There they will meet other 
groups of geologists from the far 
corners of the world, who have 
made excursions into other sections 


their research work as members of 
the International Congress.

WHEAT PRICES SPURT ON 
LOW TEMPERATURE IN CANADA 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 14.—Abrupt late wup- 
turns swept wheat prices late today to new 
record peaks. 

A sharp reversal of early weakness of 
Winnipeg wheat quotations accomuanied the 
late rise of values here, and there was re- 
port that temperatures in part of the Ca- 
nadian wheat belt had fallen as low as 40. 


Wheat closed buoyant at the day’s top- 
most figures, 2% @4\%c above yesterday's 
finish, corn 1%@2c up, oats unchanged 
to 4c higher, and provisions carying from 
7c decline to a rise of 12c. 


All grain prices underwent setbacks 


early today. 


Other grains were little affected by the 


action of wheat, although corn managed 
to close about two cents a bushel higher 
than yesterday. Rye had broken earlier 
in the session, but closed at $1.05 for 
December delivery 

Sellers took advantene of indications that 
renewal of speculative buying awaited down- 
turns of values. Opening 
lower, wheat afterward sagged further. 
Corn started unchanged to % off, and 
subsequentiy held near the initial Ifmits. 

A quick tumble of more than three 
cents a bushel in rye quotations here and 
in wheat quotations at Winnipeg had a 
general unsettling influence on values, to- 
gether with irregularity shown early by 
securities and cotton. Rallies which took 
place in wheat and other grains failed to 
hold well and new downturns that ensued 
carried wheat c..d rye to lower levels than 
before. Report of enlarged offerings of 
Australian wheat at Liverpool was a bear- 
ish factor in connection with news that 
drouth in Eastern Australia had been 
broken.

1800 Workers Have Been 
Replaced in Three Months 
of Mayor Dickmann’s 
Administration. 


Seventy-nine persons who have 
been employed by the city for 15 
to 50 years have been dismissed or 
are about to be dropped by the 
Dickmann administration to make 
room for Democrats. A few of 
them are women. 

The oldest worker in point of 
service being dropped is Hubert 
Ruff, 74 years old, 8546 Concord 
place. He has been with the city 
for 50 years, being stationed at the 
Bissell’s Point pumping station of 
the Water Division as a machinist’s 
helper.

Included among the 79 veterans 
are 41 who have been in city em- 
ploy 15 to 19 years; 26 who have 
held their jobs for 20 years; seven 
for 23 years and one each for 25, 
26, 27, 37 and 50 years. Discharge 
has been carried out already for 
all except the two Ruffs and L. R.

Widow of Russian Nobleman, Now 
Wife of New Yorker, Recognized 
by Picture in Paper.

A mental patient in the State in- 
stitution for the insane at Grey- 
stone Park was identified by po- 
lice today as the former Baroness 
Helene Bistrom of Russia, who is 
now the wife of Walter Hope 
Mairs, wealthy New Yorker, and is 
suing him for separation.

BERLIN, July 14—German Prote 
estants will vote on the new 
church constitution on July 23, 
elect delegates to the national 
synod, and members of loca] church 
boards. 


Announcement of the calling of 
the elections came simultaneously, 
with disclosure by a friend of the 
Rev. Friedrich von Bodelschwingh, 
evangelical Reich bishop, that all 
church commissioners appointed by 
Federal or State Governments wil? 
be removed. The number includes 
Ludwig Mueller, who is commissary, 
head of the Evangelical Church 
Union. 

The election order contrasted 
sharply with the demand of the Na~- 
tional Socialist German Christians 
that no popular ballot should be 


aken, but that reorganization of the - 


church should be directed from the 
top. 
‘Test for Nazi Churchmen. 

The National Socialist group, 
which opposed the election of Von 
Bodeischwingh late in May and has 
contended that 80 per cent of church 
officers from elders up should be 
National Socialists, sponsored the 
drawing up of a new protestant con- 
stitution. 

An announcement that it repre- 
sented unanmious agreement among 
the church groups was followed by, 
indications from adherents of Von 
Bodelschwingh that the church 
heads had concurred only on two 
conditions: That the commission< 
ers be withdrawn and that the lead- 
ers ousted by the State commission< 
ers be reinstated. 

The election will prove a test of 
strength for the German Christians 
and the Von Bodelschwingh follow- 
ers, provided campaign facilities 
are equally available to both fac- 
tions. 

Mueller and Dr. August Jaeger, 
Prussian State Commissioner, in a 
joint statement asserted: “The state 
never intended even in the slightest 
to interfere with the church's sub- 
stance.

Tomato Sauce for Meat. 

Two cups canned tomatoes, two 
slices onion, one teaspoon sugar, 
one bay leaf, two whole allspice, 
two whole cloves, flour, butter or 
other fat, salt and pepper. Sim- 
mer tomato, onion, sugar and 
spices for 10 minutes. Strain 
through a fine sieve, and measure 
liquid. For each cup of liquid biend 
two tablespoons flour and two ta- 
blespoons melted fat, add to toma- 
to juice with salt and pepper to 
season, and stir until thickened. 
Continue to cook over hot water 
for five to 10 minutes. 


Oven Fried Potatoes. 
Oven fried potatoes are simple 
to make. Boil small potatoes for 
eight minutes. Cut in quarters, 
place in a well greased — shallow 
baking disk and pour two or three 
tablespoons melted fat over the 
potatoes. Sprinkle lightly with salt 
and bake in a hot oven until well 
browned and tender. Baste several 
times during the baking with the 
fat in the dish and turn the pota- 
toes after they have-baked for 15 
minutes, 
Golden Salad. 

Add one cup boiling water to a 
package of lemon flavored gelatine 
and stir until the gelatine is dis- 
solved. Stir in one-half cup cold 
water, one-fourth teaspoon _§ salt, 
one tablespoon lemon juice. Cool 
until mixture begins to thicken, 
then stir in one cup finely diced 
celery and two cups grated raw 
carrots. Put into six individual 
molds, chill, and when firm turn 
out on lettuce and serve with well 
seasoned mayonnaise. 


Coffee Jelly. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
gelatine, one-fourth cup cold wa- 
ter, one-half cup boiling water, one- 
half cup sugar, two cups. strong 
coffee. 

Soften gelatine in cold water 
and dissolve in boiling water. Add 
sugar and coffee and stir until su- 
gar is dissolved. Pour into molds 
and let stand in a cold place until 
firm. Serve with whipped cream. 


TUNO AND POTATOES 
IN CHEESE SAUCE 


Two cups tuna, flaked 

Two cups diced, cooked potatoes 
Two tablespoons butter 

Two tablespoons flour 

Two tablespoons minced onion 
Two cups milk 

One and one-half teaspoons salt 
One-fourth teaspoon pepper 
One-fourth teaspoon paprika 


One-fourth cup grated cheese 

One-fourth cup buttered bread 
crumbs 

Combine flaked fish with the po- 
tatoes. Melt butter, add onion and 
fry until brown. Stir in flour and 
when smooth combine with milk 
and stir constantly until thick and 
smooth. Add cheese and continue 
stirring until melted. Add salt, 
pepper and paprika. Arrange fish 
mixture and sauce in alternate lay- 
ers in greased casserole, have a 
layer of the sauce at top and bot- 
tom. Sprinkle buttered crumbs 
over top and bake in a moderate 
oven until heated through. This 
will take about 20 minutes. 


ORANGE CREAM SHERBET 


We repeat by request the follow- 
ing recipe: 

Soak together for about five min- 
utes one leve] tablespoonful gelatine 
and one-half cup cold water. 

Add to one and one-half cups boil- 
ing water, one and one-half cups 
sugar, grated rind of two oranges, 
one lemon juice and one and 
one-h cups orange julec.

PEACH VARIATIONS. 
FOR JULY DINNERS 


Salads, Cocktails, Tarts and 
Charlotte Among Sug- 
gestions. 


Fresh peaches and cream or 
peach ice cream are favorites with 
most of us, of course, but there are 
many other ways of serving this 
luscious fruit. 

Peach cocktails, combining the 
fruit with orange juice and conta- 
loupe slivers, are delicious for the 


first course, and salad, tarts, char- | 


lotte and sauce are also good. 
. Peach Tarts. - 


Bake tart shells of rich pastry. 


Cool them.. Mash ripe, sweet 
peaches to make three cupsful. 
Drain off any juice that forms. Dis- 
solve a package of lemon flavored 
gelatine in one cup boiling water, 
add the peach juice and cool quick- 
ly until biginning to thicken. Fill 
the tart shells nearly full with 
peaches, pour in the thickened gel- 
atine and set aside to chill. Serve 
with a garnish of whipped cream. 
Makes eight tarts. 
Peach Blanc Mange. 

Scald three cups milk. Mix to- 
gether four tablespoons corn starch 
and one-half cup sugar, add one 
well beaten egg and then stir in 
the hot milk. Return to the sauce- 
pan and stir constantly over a slow 
thickened and very 
smooth. Remove from the fire, 
stir in one teaspoon vanilla extract 
and three or four drops of almond 
extract. Peel and slice three ripe 
peaches, stir them into the blanc 
mange and pour into six individual 
dishes. Chill and serve with sliced 
peaches and thin cream. 

Peach Sauce. 

Mix one-half cup sugar and one- 
half cup water and stir over a slow 
fire until the sugar is dissolved. 
Boil without stirring for three min- 
utes. Cool slightly and then add 
one drop of almond extract and 
one-half teaspoon grated lemon 
rind. Peel and mash ripe peaches 
to make two cupfuls—a fork will 
mash them quickly and with less 
danger of discoloring. Stir into the 
sugar syrup and let stand until 
cold. 

Peach Charlotte. 

Stir one cup boiling water into a 
package of orange-flavored gela- 
tine. When dissolved, add one- 
fourth cup cold water and set 
aside to cool. When cold add one 
and one-fourth cups mashed fresh 
peaches and chill until beginning 
to thicken. Then stir in one- 
fourth cup macaroon crumbs and 
one cup cream of evaporated milk 
whipped stiff and season with one- 
half cup powdered sugar. Pour 
into a mold lined with lady fingers 
and chill thoroughly before ser- 
ving. 

Baked Peaches. 

Pare peaches, cut in halves, re- 
move stones and arrange in a shal- 
low baking dish. In each cavity 
put one-half teaspoon honey, one- 
half teaspoon butter and sprinkle 
with cinnamon. Bake in a moder- 
ately hot oven until the peaches are 
tender. 

Peach Melba. 

Place small portion rich vanilla 
ice cream in serving dish, place 
over it large half peach, which has 
been well sweetened, and pour 
over fruit one tablespoon peach 
juice. Surround with whipped 
cream, allowing peach to show 
htrough cream. For garnish add 
cubes of some bright-colored jelly 
or nuts, 

Peach Salad. 


Drop firm ripe peaches in boiling | 


water, strip off skin and put aside 
to chill, sprinkling with lemon 
juice. Cut each peach in half, fill 
each half with a mixture of chopped 
nuts and cream cheese. 

Put the halves together to look 
like a whole peach, one for a por- 
tion, on lettuce leaves, and garnish 
with thick mayonnaise, or serve 
halves side by side, hollow side up, 
and put a ball of cream cheese, 
mixed with and rolled in chopped 
nuts, into each half, then a spoon- 
ful of mayonnaise over all. 

Cantaloupe and Peach Salad. 

One cantaloupe. 

One orange. 

Two large peaches. 

Lettuce. 

, One-half cup French fruit dress- 
ng. 
Chill both cantaloupe and orange, 
remove rind and cut into dice. Peel, 
stone and dice peaches, moisten all 
with French fruit dressing (also 
chilled) and serve immediately in 
lettuce cups, topping each service 
with a whole maraschino cherry. A 
little maraschino juice May be add- 
ed to French fruit dressing. 

To make French fruit dressing, 
add one teaspoon of powdered su- 
gar and one tablespoon of fruit 
juice to French dressing enough for

EXPLAINED in recent articles 
why I find it advisable to raise 
Jwith four trumps, even though 
holding no high cards, when my

jor suit contract. 
In connection

This consideration was again modi- 
fed when the responding hand con- 
tained four cards to an honor in 
sch major suit (4-4-4-1), because a 
game is now very possible if opener 
an bid a four-card major suit sec- 
mdarily, or even if he bids second- 
grily the suit in which responder 
has a singleton, since no trumps 
now becomes an acceptable though 
far less -attractive development. 
Roughly speaking, when you have 
four trumps and a singleton, that 
js enough for a raise in a major 
suit In a minor suit you need 
ething more in the hand. That 
omething” depends on whether 
you can support either major suit 
if bid secondarily by the opener, or 
whether it must be “no trumps or 
nothing” for game purposes. 


With a Void Suit and No High 
Cards. 


Holding four or five trumps and 
a void suit, give your partner a 
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any kind in your hand, and even if 
he has bid a minor suit. These 
hands have obviously tremendous 
Maying possibilities if your partner 
an make a rebid of his hand py 
naming one of the other two sults 
in which you have length. Natur- 
ally, you cannot stand any no-trump 
contract with this type of respond- 
ing hand and must not let any no- 
trump bid of your partner stand. 
Even if he bids secondarily the suit 
in which you have a void, do not 
let him play the hand in no trumps 
unless you have considerable high- 
card strength in the two off suits— 
at least K J 9 x and Q.J 10 x—and, 
even with protective holdings of 
this strength, the no-trump may 
play badly, since your partner can- 
hot lead even once from dummy 
the second suit in his own hand. 
Unless he had practically a Sims 
n-trumper to start with, he may 
ell find that your high cards in 
ie off suits will not give him the 
entries to finesse twice to his 
hand in the suit he had bid orig- 
nally, from. which he is expecting 
to derive four or five tricks; while 
his second suit may not develop 
more than two tricks if he has to 
lead away from it, and cannot take 
even one finesse, as dummy is void 
{n it. 

If the opener had almost a ‘0- 
trump opening bid himself, then 
the hand will play splendidly in a 
suit, because the timing factor is 
fow well under control. By ruffing 
e void suit he can get into Dum- 
my to take his finesses early both 
in trumps and in off suits, and, of 
course, the void suit can be ruffed 
put if necessary. Even five-odd in 
a minor suit will often be made 
when the responding hand is of the 
type under discussion and though 
it contains no high card. 

The Further Fit Must Next Be 

Ascertained. 

The important thing is for the 
hands to fit for purposes of suit 
play. The second round of bidding 
thould show, or start to show.

HOUGH it was common ex- 
T perience for me to have a 

match severely criticised in ad- 
vance, no boxing contest, perhaps 
in history, was so violently de- 
nounced as my bout with the late 
Ernie Schaaf, and it was a strictly 
honest fight. It was a case of 
jumping to conclusions, all of them 
wrong, from the start, and what 
followed was an awful answer to 
experts who made that mistake. 

Weeks béfore that fatal Feb, 16, 
1933, wild rumor had it that the 
fight was “in the bag” for me be- 
cause Champion Sharkey knew well 
that the boxing authorities would 
not permit him to defend the title 
against his protege and stablemate, 
Schaaf. The most unfavorable sort 
of publicity was given the match 
but the Garden was filled to the 
roof when Schaaf and I got into 
the ring. 

Right before that I met Sharkey 
in my dressing room, where he 
represented Schaaf while I ban- 
daged my own hands and put on 
the gloves. We joked a little in 
pleasant fashion and I recalled that 
Schaaf had represented Jack when 
I was getting ready to go on with 
Sharkey in October, 1931. Now 
Jack was Ernie’s chief second; he 
was going to pilot his pupil to vic- 
tory over me, he expected. 

As far as we knew, and that in- 
cludes Sharkey, Schaaf was in good 
fighting condition when the bout 
started; otherwise, the champion 
and John Buckley, his manager, 
would not have permitted him to 
tackle me. A short time before, 
Schaaf had a slight attack of in- 
fluenza, but a few days of hospital 
care and he seemed as well as ever. 
Biff Duffy, my American manager, 
and others have since assured me 
that Ernie looked and acted as 
though ready for g hard fight when 
he prepared for action that night.

ROM the start the contest was 

largely a long-range boxing 

duel, my many hard lefts tak- 
ing heavy toll on Schaaf’s head. He 
tried to weave in Sharkey style 
under my left leads and often I 
hooked or clubbed him on the head. 
He reached me now and then with 
some stiff hooks to the body and 
a few right-hangers to the jaw, but 
most of the time that long left kept 
him at bay. When we closed in I 
got to him with hard right upper- 
cuts. None of these landed flush 
but they did tire him and poor 
Ernie finally collapsed early in the 
thirteenth round. 

In the excitement of fighting one 
seldom notices shouts or boos, but 
even before Schaaf was knocked 
down, I heard much whistling, 
hoots and other such noises. 

When I stepped over to help 
pick up Schaaf, Sharkey waved 
mé away, stooped down, lifted up 
his pal and dragged him as gently 
as possible to his corner. Even I 
was surprised by the terrific boo- 
ing, louder than the applause as I 
scanned the ringside. Several ex- 
perts were making faces; hoots fol- 
lowed me and the unconscious Er- 
nie until, and after, we were back 
in our dressing rooms. 

Of course, at the time, I did not 
imagine that Schaaf would never 
come to, and for some time I was 
happy indeed over the result. The 
report, “He’s still out!” brought no 
grief for many minutes, but sud- 
denly the sad rumor came that 
Ernie was gravely hurt and there 
was nothing false to the grief that 
began to fill me. However, I was 
told before retiring that Schaaf 
was responding to hospital treat- 
ment and, tired, I slept well into 
the next morning. - 

Soon after awakening though, I 
learned that Ernie was still in a 
coma and then the ghastly thought 
began to creep in that he might die. 
I saw the morning newspapers.

EANWHILE, the police au- 
M thorities began an inquiry. 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday, 

I waited with worry and grief as 
reliable reports from the hospital 
told of the still unconscious Schaaf 
and plans for a life-or-death opera- 
tion. That was one of the great- 
est nervous strains I ever hope to 
suffer. Police, a district attorney, 
and many reporters questioned me. 
Reports were heard and pub- 
lished that I would be indicted for 
manslaughter if Schaaf died, and 
rumor had it that my hands were 
“doctored” with illegal bandages, 
etc. Now the boxing commission's 


amined the bandages and gloves I 
used before I put them on. And the 
then champion himself watched 
closely as I wound the usual gauze 
about my hands and applied the 
regulation allowance of light tape. 
I like to do that job myself so 
that the bandages fit my knuckles 
properly. 

By the second day after the fight, 
the “fake” charges began to grow 
faint as Schaaf continued in a 
coma, and then another cry arose 
to have me barred from boxing

The late William Muldoon of the 
New York Athletic Commission— 


agent and Sharkey himself had ex-/ 


cloud—revived his idea of a so- 
called “super - heavyweight” or 
“dreadnaught” class. It was an- 
nounced that, in the future, I would 
only be permitted in New York to 
fight men weighing more than 240 
pounds. That would spoil my pros 
pects—it would bar me from the 
heavyweight championship; it 
would limit my opponents to 
George Godfrey, Vittorio Campolo 
(both of whom I had defeated) and 
three or four other ‘huge young- 
sters just starting their careers.

filled the air over that painful 

week-end, and, when Schaaf 
died early Tuesday morning, this 
whole unhappy affair reached its 
tragic climax. Meanwhile cables 
had carried the news to far-off Se- 
quals and my mother in great 
alarm used the transatlantic tele- 
phone to talk to me, tell me to pray 
for Schaaf and (this may seem 
foolish in a fight history) to act 
toward Ernie’s mother and father 
as I weuld like him to act towards 
mine if I were the victim of this 
awful accident. And I did so, send- 
ing a priest to the funeral and pray- 
ing as earnestly as I can for the 
repose of his soul. 

Meanwhile the doctors disagreed 
as to the cause of Ernie’s death. 
Some claimed there was evidence 
that a clot on the brain caused ihe 
fatal paralysis but, after an autop- 
sy, the official medical examiner 
reported death due to “natural 
causes,” some hidden weakness in 
Schaaf'’s physique due to a recent 
attack of the “flu” or from injur- 
ies received in other fights. The 
report exonerated me and no prose- 
cution resulted. 

Then I returned to Italy with the 
championship chance still in doubt 
because of that “dreadnaught” class 
ruling. Of course, a bout with 
Sharkey might be arranged for Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia or some other 
suitable city outside New York, but 
the champion was under contract 
with Madison Square Garden, which 
prefers to work in harmony with 
the local boxing authorities. 

So, truly sad over Schaaf’s great 
misfortune and with my future 
dark, indeed, I sailed with one 
pleasant prospect right at hand; I 
was to see the attractive house 
which I bought for my parents in 
Sequals. There was a happy re- 
union there, but we did not forget 
Ernie, a solemn service being held 
for him in the local church. 

News also came to Mr. Soresi 
that the New York State Athletic 
Commission had decided to suspend 
its “dreadnaught” ruling so far as 
championship matches are con- 
cerned. That cleared the way for 
my title go with Sharkey. 

While I enjoyed weeks of rest in 
many interesting parts of my native 
land, was received with other pil- 
grims by the Pope at Easter time, 
met many distinguished Italians 
and had plenty of fun (not includ- 
ing one painful automobile acci- 
dent), I kept in fairly good condi- 
tion, exercising daily with those 
vigorous calesthentics that have 
been a part of my life ever since 
I knew what the idea of world’s 
champion meant. 

Before sailing for New York early 
in May, I was examined by a clinic 
of distinguished Italian and Ger- 
man doctors, chiefly interested in 
the glandular aspects of my abnor- 
mal size. Their report, later, held 
that I am not a freak. But more 
than that, perhaps, after I tell about 
the biggest moment of my career, 
now that my thoughts have been 
well collected after the Sharkey 
fight excitentent.
